The banks face a permanent 
new tax if measures under 
review by the Government are 
put into effect.

A number of options being 
considered at the Treasury are 
likely to be raised with the 
banks after Easter.

Proposals range from the 
levying of Value Added Tax on 
financial services to some 
form of licence tax or depasit- 
takers or lending institutions.

anlagonized their rivals. 
Kenneth Konstan. dis- 


dainfully described Gray's 
goal of “Par bridge” as dull 
and uncreative. The Acolytes 
had the last word.

lampooning the folly ol 
aaay trying to be bril- 
lant. 

Acal was rightly described 
as more a state of mind than 


a system. The system, such 
as kt was, revolved round a 
weak . non-vulnerable  no- 
trump and a well-defined 
intermediate twa bid. But it 
was the a going phitos- 
ophy of “bid what you think 
you can make, and pass when 
you like” that distinguished 
the’ Aco! team from the 
racritioners of more hide- 
ound methods.

Almost beyond recognition. 
You might as well compare 
the Hiberalism of Gladstone 
with the current policies of 
the Liberal Party.

Two elements of Acol have 
stood the test of time, the 
weak no trump and limir 
bids.’

Many 
systems use the weak no 


trump, notably the Precision 
Club. But rhe Acol two bid, 
originally regarded as the 
flagship of. the system, no 
longer enjoys le same 
esteem. .

What- 
ever its historical signifi- 
cance may be, it was not a 
by-election for the psepholo- 
gical record books.
